OFK1UEUS AND UlLfiW WOUNDED 


Cuban InsurguutB Said to Be Badly 


iu Need of Assistance at 


HAVANA, January 18.—The gunboats 


Centinela ami Relampago loft Manza- 
nilla ou the night of January 10th with 
the object of t-oing up the river Cauto to 
Fort GuaiuOi in compliance with the 
orders of General Bosch. At 10 o'clock 
on the morning of January 17th both 
gunboats were near Mango landing 
when bomba, which had been placed in 
tho river, exploded 
and Bunk the 


Rolanioago. Those of the crew who 
survived a wain toward the shore, but 
were fired at from the banks. 


At this critical moment a boat was 


launched 
from 
the 
Centiuela 


which 
rescued 
the 
men 
in 
the 


water. Iu view of the obstructions and 
the fact that the commander of the Cen- 
tiuela and nearly all of the crows of both 
gunboats had been seriously wounded, 
the expedition had to return to Ma/a- 
nilln. 


Seuor Martinez of the Relampago was 


Beriouely wounded in the explosion as 
well BB Assistant Engineer Jacobi Bun* 
ham, Gunner Francisco Martinez and 
three seamen, while Paymaster Antero, 
Chief Otlicer Mamjuero, Engineer 1'aza- 
dela and also the pilot and four others 
were nightly wounded. 
Six of tho 


officers and crew were killed outright, 
and all of the rest received wounds of 
more or lesa severity. 


On the gunboat Continola the com- 


mander, Seuor 1'uurtrt, was seriously 
wounded, while one of the crew was 
lulled, ami Corporal Manuel QnbanuH, 
Pilot JUural, Assistant Engineer Marline/, 
and eix. of the crew were wounded. 


HAVANA, January 18.—There ie con- 


siderable complaint here among news- 
paper correspondents and othera in re- 
gard to tho alleged tampering witli mail 
matter upon tho part of the Spanish 
authorities here and it is believed that 
the attention of the United States au- 
thorities will be called to the matter. 
Powerful influences continue steadily 
working to briiiir about the recall of 
Captain General Weyler. lathe first 
place it ie beyond doubt that thu attacks 
made upon him by the Madrid papers 
have placed the General iu a very uuen-; 
viable position towar Ja the government 
and almost any other man would have 
resigned before this. 
i 


Then again, the sister-in-law of Gen- 


eral Martin, the captain general of Porto 
Rico, who was acting captain general of 
Cuba, previous to the arrival here of 
Captain Gunural Weyler, ie actively in- 
triguing iu hie behalf at Madrid. She is 
a laiy of yreat inlluence in political cir- 
cles, ie wealthy, of great intelligence and 
knows how and when to spend money 
in order to satisfy her ambitions. She 
took the chance of General Weyler be- 
inn attacked and is reported to have 
been throwing wood on the fire kindled 
with the intention of having General 
Weyler relieved and General Martin ap- 
pointed his successor as captain general 
in Cuba. 


In addition to the wife of General 


Martin, who is also famous for her. tun- 
bltion and generosity, is skilfully work- 
ing in her husband's behalf in Madrid. 
Tt ia said she and her family took away 
with them from Cuba nearly $2,000,000. 
But this is one of the reasons why the 
uamo of General Martin is not favora- 
bly received by producers here as a suc- 
cessor of Weyler. They do not wish to 
see him captuiii general under any con- 
ditions. 


The Marquis Palmeroa, who is looked 


upon as beinp an honest man, it is un- 
derstood, usud his influence against 
General Martin. This has had the effect 
of strengthening licneral Weyler'e posi- 
tion, although it is not believed he can 
last much longer unless ho succeeds in 
inflicting a severe defeat upon the army 
of the insurgents under Maximo Gomez, 
which is understood to be steadily ad- 
vancing upon Havana from the east. 
Therefore, it is thought probable Wey- 
ler will gather together all the forces he 
can dispose of, and will push forward in 
the province of Santa Clara and occupy 
positions calculated to compel Gomez to 
fight a pitched battle. 
In connection with the reports of the 


approaching recall of Weyler it is inter- 
esting to note the manner in which he 
received the newBof the death of Antonio 
Maceo, the circumstances of which have 
only just leaked out from the palace. 


At first Weyler would not believe the 


report and announced his intention of 
paying no attention to it until he re- 
ceived official confirmation. 


This was brought to him while he waa 


at the breakfast table, whereupon Wey- 
ley arose from hia seat, and raising, hie 
eyer heavenward exclaimed: "Me buna 
estrella aun no ha eclipsado," (My good 
star, fortune, is not yet eclipsed). 


This happened at a time when, as 


well known to the captain general's 
most intimate frienea, he was disposed 
to resign. 


Outside assistance is what the insur- 


gents stand badly in need of at present. 
Everything depends upon the friends ol 
the insurgents in the United States. II 
they do not exort themselves promptly 
and effectively in the very near future, 
the dream of independence for Ouba 
may pass away for the present. The 
turning point of the insurrection, it is 
believed here, has been reached. 


It is Btill insisted on .in Havana that 


Maximo Gomez recently wrote to the 
Hew York junta informing it he musl 
have additional supplies of aims ant 
ammunition shortly or else the insur- 
rection would "die of consumption,' 
but this is not credited in insurgent cir 
cles. 


The insurgents admit that some active 


demonstration upon their part will be 
absolutely necessary in the near future 
if they are to retain the sympathy 
aroused for them in the United States 
and it is for this purpose that tfaximo 
Gomez was ordered to advance west- 
ward, and finally consented to do so 
much against hia will, as ho is fully 
alive to the difficulties of the task. 


A friend of the insurgents, who i 


usually very well informed, was heart 
to remark today that he did not believ 
the main body of the insurgents would 
advance further westward than the city 
of Colon on the western part of Matan 
zos province, as Gomez would be taitin 
too great a risk in so doing with the re 
aonrces at his command. Nevertbeleai 
tho gentleman quoted added it wonlc 
perhaps, be best for him to do in an 
caee, as it would tend to revive th 
drooping spirits of the insurgents who 
in addition to Maceo, have lost a num 
tar of other important leaders. In thea 
conditions A really energetic genera 
with 40,000 men under hia comman 
might be able to make abort work of th 
insurrection, but Weyler in not of th 
clam of men who accomplish anythin 
briiimntly. 


NEW CUBAN STAMPS 


Have Not Passed Through United 


States Mails,

tamps have passed through the United 
lates mail has called forth a denial 
rom Postmaster Dayton of New York, 
n a Jotter to tho Washington postal of- 
chile he oays no envelopes bearing 
tamps with tho inscription "Republic 
f Cuba" cr otherwise purporting to bo 
isued by the Cuban insurgents have 
one through the New York postollice. 
Iliciala doubt that such stamps have 
eun passed through our mails and 
toy say that mail eo stamped may po9- 
tbly have come via Tampa of Key 
Vest, but the postmasters probably 
ove asked for instructions. 
The issue has never been raised, but 
is looked upon as likely that mail 


earing Cuban stamps would bo treated 
s unstamped and the full postage col- 
icted from tho receiver.

This gives tbe meas- 
ure the parliamentary advantage of be- 
ing the.unlinislied business of the sen- 
ate BO it will be considered from day to 
day untilfmal action is secured. Tho 
prospect ia that a final vote will be 
reached at an early day and the test 
vote today on taknig up this bill—yeas 
3(i, naya 14—foreshadowed, its uaBEuge. 


Senator Morgan of Alabama opened 


the debate with a lengthy speech in 
favor of tho measure. The canal bill 
provides for an issue ol $100,000,000 of 
maritino canal company stock, of which 
tho secretary of the treasury, in behalf 
of the United States, ia to subscribe for 
$70,000,000 worth of shares. Tho com- 
pany ia to issue bonds up to $100,000,000, 
;heei3 to be guaranteed by tho United 
States. Tho building and control of the 
canal are given to American engineers 
and a board of eleven directors, of whom 
five are to be appointed by tho 1'reei- 
dont. It is substantially the measure 
passed by the senate in tho last con- 
gress. 


During the day Mr. Chandler of New 


Hampshire introduced tbe llcpublican 
caucus bill for an international money 
conference and stated that it would be 
called up tomorrow. 


Among the resolutions offered was one 


from Mr. I'ettigrew, calling on the sec-

None of the changes proposed by 
the bill, Mr. Draper said, were of a radi- 
cal character, but they were those mak- 
ing a foreign patent .two years old un- 
pntentahlfl in this country, placing a 
[general limitation of six years on patents 
and empowering the commissioner ot 
patents, if he has reaeon to believe that 
an applicant is not prosecuting his claim 
with eutllcifent vigor, to produce final 
proof within six mnnths. The bill was 
passod. 


Another bill from tiie same committee 
•as passed providing for the use by the 
United States of the devices covered by 
letters of patent hereafter isiued to of- 
ficers of the navy. Mr. Fairchild, in 
charge of tho bill, said it was now in 
tbe power of an officer who baa secured a 
patent to deprive tho United States of 
its use except on his own terms. The 
bill provides for a board of threo naval 
ollicers to determine tho terms or rato 
of compensation for tho uso of patent. 


Quite a number of bills affecting tbe 


District of Columbia were passed.

The San Francisco Call of Sunday 


contains tho statement that there is a 
strong probability that the rails of the 
Atchieon, Topcka and Santa Fo flystem 
and the Valley road will be spiked to 
gother in tho near future at Moj&vo, 
Forming ft competing transcontinental 
railroad to this coast. This important 
newa, given authoritatively for the first 
Lime, although reports to the effect have 
been circulated for some time, is based 
upon an interview with Robert Watt, 
vice president of the Valley road. An 
understanding has already boon reached 
by tiio two companies. 


Tho Atlantic and Pacific, extending 


from. Albuquerque, the western termi- 
nus of the Santa Fo, to Mojave, is to be 
tbe connecting link between the Valley 
road and the big eastern system. The 
Valley road will bo extended from Bak- 
arsfield to connect at Mojave. Tho At- 
lantic and Pacific ia now in the hands of 
a receiver, and is to bo sold this month. 
It ia known that theSahta Fe people in- 
tend to nurchuso it. 


The plan of the Valley road will prob- 


ably he, when the Hanta Fe construc- 
tion is effected, to enter San Francisco 
on that Bide of tho bay, with ite termi- 
nal facilities in China Basin. In this 
caeo the extension would leave the lino 
of tho Valley road aomo where in this 
valley, passing through Pauoche pass 
and Santa Clara valley. 


Tho Valley road officials are also con- 


sidering several points on this side the 
bay for a terminus, if the road is ex- 
tended directly from Stockton. These 
places nro Malata Point, San Pablo 
Point, Dumbarton Point and Point 
Richmond. 


Mr. Watt states that not a foot of the 


right-of-way between Stockton and San 
Francisco has been purchased as yet.
